and fell to the floor. 


As he TV as trying to rise, Hammond 


fired a bullet into his ba ck. Shayne fell 
under the table, and Hammond, pulling 
up the table cloth, fired two more bul- 
lets into Shayne's back. 
He then 


walked into the office of the hotel, where 
he stood until arrested. 


Shayne, who is a widower, had been 


In company with Mrs, Hammond a great 
deal since her divorce, and there was 
talk of an approaching marriage be- 
tween them. Last night, whan it was 
thought that Shayne's death was a cer- 
tainty, it was pioposed he should be 
married to Mrs. Hammond. 
Later, 


however, the physicians declared that 
Shayne had a faint chance for his life, 
and the marriage was postponed. 


Mrs. Hammond secured a divorce from 


her husband nearly a year ago, on the 
ground of habitual drunkenness. The 
shooting is attributed to Hammond's 
jealousy.

London, March 23.—Sir Claude Mac- 


Donald, British minister to China, has 
received leave of absence, and will start 
from Pekin for England on Thursday. 
Lord Salisbury will endeavor to preserve 
the status quo in China until he is able 
to confer with Sir Claude upon the entire 
question. 


A dispatch from Pekin says that th« 


British, German a-nd American minis- 
ters at Pekin have addressed notes to 
the Chinese foreign office, demanding a 
settlement of the Shanghai foreign set- 
tlement extensions question, the French 
minister. M. Pichon, agreeing to with- 
draw the protest of the French consul 
against the extensions on the condition 
that th« proposed extension® do not in- 
clude that portion of the land forming 
the immediate hinterland of the present 
French concession. 


There is a legitimate necessity for the 


extension of the jSnglo-Amencan set- 
tleflnen^s ait Shanghai, which have long 
"outgrown their original limits. The de- 
mand made on this ground involves no 
territorial pretensions, since the pur- 
chasers of and within these settlements 
are left free to register their titles with 
their own consuls. The identity of 
American and 
Britfeh interests 
at 


Shanghai has already been recognized, 
and the British protest against further 
concessions to France has been vigor- 
ously seconded by th« minister of the 
Un.ted • States at Pekin, and now by 
Germany. That is a demonstration of 
the promptness with which joint action 
is likely to be taken when Anglo-Ameri- 
can-German interests in China are as- 
sailed, which IB not likely to be lost 
either on France or on the power with- 
out whose adhesion French aggression" 
In China would present but little dan- 
ger. 


The extension of territory demanded 


by the French in Shanghai was war- 
ranted neither "by the extent of their 
trade nor the number of their residents. 
At the date of th« last census, out of 
5114 
foreigners in Shanghai, only 430 


were in the French settlement. Out of 
3,887,000 tons of shipping entered at 
Shanghai in 1897, only 114,609 tons were 
French, Tj dre treati s with China, 
made over half a century ago, there were 
three so-called foreign settlements- 
British, American and French—narked 
off for the residence o: foreign mer- 
chants. At one time there was a dis- 
position manifested to administer them 
in equal lines. The French authorities 
withdrew, in 1868, from the 
general 


scheme of administration which had 
been agreed upon by the three consuls In 
1854; 
and published, in 1868, a code of 


regulations which gives the consul some- 
thing like gubernatorial power. 
Th* 


fusion of the British and American set- 
tlements had, in the meantime, been com- 
plete. They formed, and continue to 
form, one municipality, administered by 
a single composHe council, whose mem- 
bers are elected annually by the votes 
x>f property owners and ratepayers upon 
the nature of whose qualification the res- 
idents have agreed. Other powers have 
gradually come upon the scene. Aus- 
tria, Germany, Holland, Italy, Japan, 
Norway and Sweden, Portugal, Russia, 
Spain, Switzerland and even Peru have 
made treaties with China in the inter- 
vening years, but all have sought and 
found hospitality within the great cos- 
mopolitan settlements officially desig- 
nated as Anglo-American. The French 
alone have stood aloof, keeping in their 
own hands the administration of the 
territory originally assigned to them. 


This attitude of isolation is ac- 


companied by certain pretensions which 
are all the more irritating because there 
are no substant.al interests to justify 
them. 
It is the French theory that 


their consul general has the sole power 
to give titles to property within the 
French settlement. 
A similar claim, 


made 50 years ago, was withdrawn on 
the protest of the consul of the United 
States. 
It is now being reaffirmed in 


uncompromising terms, and it lately 
took the form of a demand that a Brit- 
ish settlement holding property fn the 
French settlement, under register in the 
British consulate, should take out fresh 
titles. 
In trying to assert the principle 


of territorial sovereignty over their set- 
tlement at Shanghai, the French came 
into contest last July with a native 
association known as the Ningpo Guild. 
Twenty years ago an agreement had , 
been solemnly made with the members 
of this community, under which their 
cemetery and house property, lying with- 
in the French limits, were assured to 
them "free from all question of re- 
moval or Interference," forever. 
This 


agreement was made under the auspices 
of the then French minister and the 
Chinese foreign office, In settlement of a 
riot which bad been excited in 1874 by an 
attempt to prolong a road across land 
belonging to the guild, which was used 
as a burying ground. 
In the attempt 


to do what this agreement specifically 
debars them from doing, another riot 
was incited, in which a score of China- 
men were killed. 


The opportunity was promptly seized 


to demand a *r*at extension of the 
French settlement, as corr.pcr.sation for 
the "Insult" which the riot implied. 
The fact that if any compensation Is 
due !t is from the French to the Chinese 
government merely Illustrates the ab- 
solute lawlessness of the demands to 
which the Chines government has to sub- 
mit, being merely, as the London Times 
put* |t. "a machine to register external 
pressure." 
The French demand* at 


•no* assumed International interest 
when they were known to include the 
Mesloa of Pootunr, OR the opposite bank 
of the river to Shanghai. 
Here the 


French have no Interacts whatever, but 
there are dock*, wharves and ware- 
houses owned by citiiens of Great Brit- 
ain and the United State*, >

Tbe 
first work winch Lieutenant Castner 
had to do was tbe exploration of the 
country bordering upon Prince William 
sound, tbe object being to ascertain 
whether there was not a feasible route 
into tbe interior from this part of the 
coast. He found tbat entrance to Alaska 
from Prince William sound was im- 
practicable, if net altogether impossi- 
ble, owing to the live glaciers which 
everywhere surrounded the coast line. 
Lientenant Castner discovered a pass

I Japanese type, witb tbe exception of 


I the Midnooskies, which tribe is un- 


doubtedly of North American origin. 
These Indians, of whom there are' not 
more than 150 all told, bave all tbe 
facial characteristics of the Cheyenne 
Indians and are especially to be distin- 
> 


guished from the other tribes in Alaska - 
on account of their great stature. Their j 
chief, Andrea, whom Lientenant Cast- 
ner saw, is a man fully 6 feet 3 inches 
in height, and be also saw a number of 
the members of tbe tribe wbo were 
fully 6 feet 4 inches. Tbese are the only 
brave Indians in Alaska. 


Lieutenant Castner parted from Cap- 


tain Glenn on Aug. 80 for further ex- 
ploration. He was accompanied by Pri- 
vates McGregor and Blitcb,/They car- 
ried witb them 20 days' short rations 
on two mules. Their route was in a 
northeasterly direction and along tbe 
eastern bank of the Delta river. On 
Sept. 7, wben they had reacbed the 
Volkmar 
river, 
they 
found 
their 


strength failing for want of food. Game 
was exceedingly scarce. They followed 
along the course of this stream, and on 
Sept. 10 they were on tbe verge of 
starvation and were obliged to kill tbeir 
remaining mule for food. Tbey bad but 
about 40 pounds of what Lieutenant 
Castner describes 
as "good choice 


steaks" ont of his carcass. Tbeir shoes 
bad worn out, and their feet were in a 
terrible condition. As they wandered I 
along through tbe arctic Nile, worn out 
and almost 'hopeless of ever reaching 
civilization again, they tried to cheer 
np their drooping spirits by singing 
"Mrs. O'Grady," "Annie Booney" and 
other songs which they bad learned in 
happier hours. 


"We came to theTanana and Ketch- 


umstpok mountains," said tbe limten- • 
ant, in relating hia story, "and I be- 
came convinced that all onr maps were 
wrong asd that tbe open places shown 
on them between the Xanana and 
Eetcbumatook mountains did not exist. 
We decided to turn back. We bad no 
strength to climb farther and no provi- 
sions. We hoped by turning back to 
find some of tbe mule which we had 
killed and who?e carcass we had aban- ' 
doned after cutting from it some choice f 
steaks. It was hard to tarn back after 


i tbe struggle we bad made, but we 


thought of the mule, and we nerved

"On the following day Blitch sue- 


. ceeded in killing a young wolf, which 


we skinned and packed and which 


> proved very good eating. Finally we 


concluded to make a raft We collected 
some logs, burned tbe roots off, as we 
bad no ax, tore up a blanket in order to 
tie the logs together, and the next 
morning we embarked in a heavy snow- 
storm. Tbe stream carried us along 
witb tremendous velocity, while we eat 
in water to our waists, dodging under 
'sweepers' and doing our beet to avoid 
bowlders and timber jams. After hav- 
ing gone about six miles we were 
thrown under a timber jam witb fear- 
ful velocity. We lost almost everything. 
We escaped unhurt. Believing that the 
carcass of our mule could not be more 
than ten miles from where we now 
were, I started out in my stocking feet 
to find it. I located the carcass, only to 
find the meat was overripe. Tbe next 
morning, witb a little rotten mule meat, 
and without coal, gun, blanket, shoes 
or provisions of any kind, we renewed 
our journey. We reacbed the cabins of 
tbe Indian village at tbe month of the 
Volkmar five days later, more dead than 
alive, having traveled that distance in 
onr bare feet. The- Indians gave us a 
hospitable welcome."—Bt Louis Globe-

CHINA'S WOOLEN MILL. 


Ftnt 
Ome Equipped ThronKhont 


With American Machinery. 


The first woolen mill in China to be 


fnrniohed throughout with American 
machinery is being built. American 
Trade, a newspaper devoted to the in- 
terests of American nwmufsetnrers, 
tells about it in its number of March 1. 
The new factory Fs at Tien-tain. The 
machinery has already been shipped 
and shonld ba in China by this time. 
It has already* teen paid for. Almost 
all the weaving machinery come from 
I Philadelphia firm. Dr. E. E. Difen- 
derf er of Philadelphia makes a trip to 
China everj vear to promote the inter- 
ests of various American firms in which 
he is interested. He was in China when 
the construction of a woolen mill at 
Tien-tsin was decided upon and at 
once exerted such influence as he had 
to secure tbe contract for an American 
firm. When Dr. Difenderfer had secured 
the order, he came back to the United 
States as fast as he could to make ar- 
rangements to have it filled. Tbe mill 
is 186 by 64 feet. There were 33 ma- 
chines in all m .the lot gent to China to 
be set up in this building. Among them 
are 13 blanket looms. The weaving of 
blankets is to be the principal work in 
the factory. Each machine ia to be 
driven from a countershaft by an elec- 
tric motor, and a complete electrical 
equipment was also furnished by a 
Pittsburg firm. Tbe boilers and steam 
engines came from Harrisbnrg and the 
shafting, pulleys and belting from 
Philadelphia. 


The organizer of the mill is Wu Mow 


Ting, managing director of the Im- 
perial Railway of North China and 
comprador of the Tien-tsin branch of 
tbe Hongkong and Shanghai bank. 
Tien-tsin, where the woolen manufac- 
turing interests of China have made 
their start, is one of the natural dis- 
tributing points for north China. Its 
population is estimated at 950,000. 
The city is situated on the Pei-Ho river, 
where it * joins the Yun-Ho, abont 80 
miles south of Peking. There is great 
junk traffic between the two cities. 
Seagoing vessels can go up tbe river aa 
far as Tien-tsin. 
Besides the river 


traffic, there has been a tremendous 
trade between the two cities for years 
by canal, and tons of merchandise were 
trundled back and forth over the road 
in wheelbarrows until a few years ago, 
when a railroad was introduced. The 
Shan Hai Kwan coalfields, which have 
recently been opened, are only 60 miles 
from 
Tien-tain, and their operation 


has greatly stimulated all manufactur- 
ing interests. American Trade says: 


"As a commercial center Tien-tsin 


is of vast importance and its trade is 
increasing at a tremendous rate. This 
can well be imagined from the fact that 
the city is the only outlet by sea for the 
entire trade of a section of north China 
which has a population not far short of 
100,000,000. Wool is one of the large 
items of export, and among the others 
are bristles, goatskins, straw braid and 
coah''

CRUELTY OF FILIPINOS. 


Remarkable Account of Condi- 


tion* In the Philippines. , 


BTOEY OF A SPANISH FBIAJL 


Farther G*lll«n Sura A«»l»«I*o Wiab- 
•• to Form » Mo»»'««y—Vint Step 
Declared to Be the DeitrnctloB of 
Bella-ion* Or*»_T«—Prie*t* Horribly 
Tort«red-llow to En* the War. 


The 13 exiled Spanieh friars who ar- 


rived in San Francisco from Manila re- 
cently relate remarkable stories of the 
cruelty practiced by the insurgents 
upon the Spanish priests of the islands. 
Persecuted and ostracized, they have 
come to San Francisco to 6eek protec- 
tion from the rebel leader and the Fi- 
lipinos. They are all members of the 
Recolleto Angustiman order of monks 
and come from various provinces in the 
islands, where they have worked for 
years among the natives. 


The story they tell of persecution and 


rapine and the revolting cruelty of the 
Filipinosto Catholic priests is probably 
the best authenticated bit of history on 
that subject that has yet been given to 
the world. In discussing the implacable 
hatred of the natives toward members 
of their own and, in (act, all the rep- 
resentative religions orders in the is- 
lands, they have drawn a perfect his- 
torical sketch of almost the entire re- 
bellion, outlining its causes and pre- 
dicting its efi'ecta 


In an interview the Rev. Felix Guil- 


len, leader of the exiled friars, voiced 
bis own and the sentiments of his col- 
leagues and gave to me for publication 
a true and realistic account of the pres- 
ent condition of the insurgents and an 
outline of the probable outcome of their 
efforts to vanquish the American troops 
and establish a nominal republic, with 
Aguinaldo as the chief executive. 


In outlining his impression of the 


probable result and consequence of the 
present insurrection, both politically 
and religiously, he said: "The effect of 
the present internecine war in the Phil- 
ippine Islands on religion is one that 
can be predicted and declared almost 
without doubt, and, in fact, I think 
with certainty. What the religion of 
the Filipinos will be after the rebellion 
is over depends solely on the liberality 
of the American constitution. We all 
look for tolerance from the stars and 
stripes and nothing but protracted per- 
secution from the Philippine monarchy 
which Agninaldo is endeavoring to es- 
tablish under the guise of a sham and 
nominal republican form of govern- 
ment. 


"The natives—that is, the intelligent 


class—are universally a Catholic peo- 
ple, both in heart and practice. They 
are religions in the truest sense of the 
word. In proof cf this it may be ob- 
served that if maea were said at 2 or 8 
o'clock in the morning they would in- 
variably attend with sincerity and de- 
votion. The only element that we fear 
is the so called Indian or lower and su- 
perstitions class, which goes to make 
up almoet the entire rank and file of 
Aguinaldo's army. The religion of the 
Filipinos is without a doubt Catholic, 
and. whether coerced or persecuted, 
they will without exception favor a 
restoration of the priests and missions. 


"The political outcome of the present 


turbulent conditions of the islands can 
be nothing else than the complete sub- 
jugation or absolute annihilation of 
Agninaldo and his soldiers. The Ameri- 
can spirit and character have made 
rapid progress among the natives of 
nearly every province. Their only de- 
sire is freedom, and this they know is 
impossible without the protection of the 
American goveinment They want to 
adopt the stars and stripes, the insignia 
of liberty, as their standard. They want 
peace, and they realize that this is the 
only means of obtaining it. 


"The insurgents have been forced 


from every island with the exception of 
Panay and Luzon. The latter they have 
made their stronghold, and from there 
they plan their operations for, the com- 
plete subjugation of the islands. 
The 


natives of the other islands who are not 
in sympathy with them have taken up 
the cause of the Americans and the 
exiled priests. Their ambition is to aid 
America to take Luzon and destroy the 
power of Agninaldo and his followers, 
that quiet may be restored to the entire 
archipelago. In some of the islands the 
natives manufactured American flags, 
which they unfurled and raised to greet 
the American troops when they arrived 
on their mission of conquest. Their 
sole reason for doing this was gratitude 
because the Americans had protected 
them from the devastating and cruel 
vengeance of the insurgents of Luzon. 


"From what I have heard since I ar- 


rived in the United States of the gen- 
eral impression of the people regarding 
the rebellion I infer that they attribute 
it solely to tbe influence of Aguinaldo. 
This, however, is untrne. Although he 
h indirectly responsible to a great ex- 
tent for tbe present insurrection, he is 
not responsible for it entirely. Associat- 
ed with him are four Philippine law- 
yers, who are, in fact, at the head of 
the insurgents. These men—natives by 
birth—were educated in America and 
Paris. They are now using their educa- 
tion and knowledge of government to 
deceive the natives by giving them a 
monarchical form of government in the 
disguise of a republic. 


"They are all members of Agui- 


naldo's cabinet and work with him to 
accomplish their own ambitions by fur- 
thering his. They acknowledge him aa 
their chief and assist him in every way 
to overthrow the existing government. 
They make out and formulate tho or- 
lers. He signs them. They plan the 
ttrocities against tbe church He sanc- 
tions them. Their ambition is to ob- 
tain all military, civil and religions 
powers. Assisting them are several 
Filipino priests, who are desirous of 
wresting the religions power from the 
Spanish bishops wbo are now in charge 
jf tbe Catholic cbnrch in the islands. 
Tbe priests expect to receive as are* 
*nlt if their prestige with the insnr- 
;?eDto—if tbe latter succeed in their pnr- 
POM of overthrowing tbe government— 
tbe sanction of tbe pope to dignities 
and powers wbfcb tb«y covet 


"Tbe insurgents at tbe commence* 


men* of tbe rebellion showed every in- 
dication of barbarism. 
They not only 


mutilated, the dead bodies of .their ene- 


but drank tbe blood of tbe wound- 


ed tbat they might become valiant. 
This inhumanity ia still practiced, and 
it is for tbia and other reasons that we 
hnr-. hsss-^csipoHed to flee from tbe 
islands. Tbeir prevailing trait of char- 
acter is extreme stubbornness. There are 
very few wbo rite above tbe level of tho 
common herd, and consequently they 
blindly, stubbornly and ignorantly fol- 
| low Agninaldo and bis ambitions conn- 


i eelora. They have implicit confidence 


in his ability and deem him a god, be- 
lieving him to be invulnerable to bul- 


. lets. 


j 
"It is my impression that if the 


I Americans can but capture the four 


chief supporters and advisers of Agui- 


! naldo already mentionpd tbe rebellion 


j will be easily quelled. Until this is ac- 
, complished we can hope for nothing 


else but continual and protracted cruel- 
ty and carnage. The object of the re- 
bellioa against priests is to get posses- 
sion of the power which is invested in 
their office. This, as the rebel leaders 
know, can only bo done by depriving 
them of their liberties and battling 
with the entire population of the is- 


"lands, as the natives refuse to consent 


to sea us banished from thorn without 


| stubborn resistance and protest. By im- 


prisoning, murdering and banishing us 
thpy hope to wrest from us our power 


I —military, civil and religious—which 


we exercised in the various parishes 
under onr control 


I 
"Although a governor was appointed 


, by Spain to rule the islands, bis power 


was simply normal. His principal func- 
tions were invested by his sanction and 
by that of those who sent him in the 
priests, who were considered to have 
more influence over natives than any 
functionary that could be sent there to 
govern them, either by force or a policy 
of concentration. Although this power 
was given the priests, they never abused 
it. They recognized the governor and 


! deemed themselves amenable to him. 


He controlled the various towns in 


i name; they governed in reailty. 
For 


, these and other reasons, prompted by 


ambition and greed for power, Agui- 
naldo and his chief followers instituted 
the rebellion. Knowing that they could 
never hope to get entire control over 
the government without destroying the 
power of the priests, they have under- 
taken to force them to relinquish their 
influence by assassination, imprison- 
ment and banishment. 


"The atrocities which they have and 


still continue to practice upon the 
priests are appalling in the extreme. 
When the rebellion first broke out, the 
captured priests were seized and thrown 
into prison. While there they were of- 
fered every indignity and insult. Their 
sacerdotal robes were torn from their 
backs. In place of these no other cloth- 
ing was given them save a pair of the 
thinnest trousers and a small jacket or 
coat. Once captured, they are not left 
long to meditate in their cells. Provid- 
ed with their scant clothing, they are 
set at work in sugar cane fields in tbe 
hot sun. Guards are placed over them, 
who compel them with the utmost cru- 
elty to work, whether they are phys- 
ically able to do so or not. 


"Tbeir food for an entire day consists 


of a handful of rice and a little water, 
which is handed them at night. If they 
a»k for more, they are tortured and 
cruelly abused. At night, when they 
return from the fields, they are com- 
pelled to sleep on the bare floors of their 
prisons, with not the slightest covering 
for their aching bodies. 
Some are 


thrown into dungeons, while others are 
taken into the open squares and public- 
ly beaten. The natives of the better 
class have shown every disposition and 
desire to help them, but are powerless. 
They are threatened with death if they 
render the least assistance. Food is for- 
bidden to be brought into the jails, and 
if any one is seen assisting some unfor- 
tunate priest by handing him the least 
food he is liable to extreme punishment 
and even death. 


"Just after the rebellion commenced 


a Franciscan friar smuggled some food 
into tbe prison and was murdered for 
his trouble. He was taken into an ad- 
joining field and lashed to a post, where 
he died from the effects of beat and 
starvation. If priests a^t for meat, the 
insurgents cut the flesh from their arms 
and other parts of their bodies and com- 
pel them to eat it. Scores of unfortu- 
nates have been crucified and tortured 
to death in various ways. To escape 
this awful persecution we were com- 
pelled to go into voluntary exile lest we 
be thrown into dungeons and prisons, 
there to be maimed and afterward tor- 
tured to death inch by inch. 


"Tbe Indians or lower class natives 


of the Philippines intend to fight nntil 
they gain their freedom or are van- 
quished. They believe, if they die in 
battle, their children and other relatives 
will take their places. They are san- 
guine cf success and place every confi- 
dence of complete victory in the ability 
of Aguinaldo. Much blood will be shed 
if the insurgents are compelled to sur- 
render. 
Every desire among Spanish 


and American inhabitants is that peace 
will be restored in the near future. The 
Auguatinian monks and members of 
various other religions orders are hop- 
ing for the same results, that they may 
be permitted to go back to their par- 
ishes in the provinces and resume their 
work there among the natives. If the 
United States keeps tbe islands," said 
Father Guillen in conclusion. "I hope 
the new government will exercise the 
same religious tolerance that existed be- 
fore the rebellion. "—Cor. New York 
Herald.

The 
"naming" of Representative 


Mellen of Worcester by Speaker Bates 
In the legislature Tuesday was a mat- 
ter of some importance. 
Mr. Mellen 


referred to the arguments of friends of 
the Somerville charter bill, character- 
ising them as "rot" and "buncombe." 
The speaker promptly rapped Mr. Mel- 
Jen to order and asked for a retrac- 
tion and an apology. Mellen refused 
end the speaker referred-the matter to 
the house, firmly holding his ground 
against attempts at evasion. The house 
chose a committee to consider the mat- 
ter and tbia committee reported yes- 
terday, upholding the speaker and 
offering Mellen another opportunity to 
retract and apoligize, which he availed 
himself of, there being no other course 
open to him. 


The state unanimously endorses the 


Action of Speaker Bates in upholding 
the dignity of the bouse of repre- 
sentatives and defending its members 
against the "billingsgate" of any mem- 
*ber who chooses- to forget that the 
house la a body of gentlemen. The only 
voice raised in defense of Mellen was 
that of Representative Lomasney of 
Boston. It was natural for the Boston 
man to do that, and it may be here 
asked whether It is a greater lapse to 


• reflect on men outside of the house 
than it is to reflect on men Inside of it. 


Speaker Bates is to be congratulated. 


He has shown that Boston council 
etiquet will not meet tae requirements 
of the bouse of representatives. The 
city legislative bodies of the state 
should take note of the example. Gen- 
tlemen express themselves positively 
enough without departing 
from the 


customs of gentlemen, though by ad- 
hering to these customs they do not 
win the plaudits of the crowd, which 
often mistakes discourtesy for com- 
mendable Independence. 


Extensive plans are projected for a 


celebration of the Fourth. If all the 
men who have been named as officers 
and committees take much Interest in 
the matter there will be a celebration. 


Springfield and West Newton have 


become disgusted with present methods 
of education, and are taking steps to 
get back to the "little red school 
house" system, whereby children learn 
something useful. That is the ten- 
dency on all aides.— Worcester Tele- 
gram. The Telegram should become 
a Springfield or West Newton resident. 


There ia enough evidence now before 


the country to convince the people 
that our soldiers in the righteous war 
with Spain were much more danger- 
ously beset by the enemy of incom- 
petence and greed in their own land 
than they were by Spanish guns on 
strange soil.

worthy to be honored and respected. 
The character that a commercial house 
maintained for honesty of purpose and 
for honorable business relations was 
something to be highly respected, and 
should be an example to be forever 
followed. 
Grasping avarice, sharp 


practice, the taking of merciless ad- 
vantage, 
forming 
of 
unscrupulous 


combinations for the aggrandizement 
of a few to the injury of all others, is 
something1, lightly considered today, 
yet unknown at that time, and should 
be forever discountenanced." 


The anti-administration mugwumps

I pass now to Mr. Kipling's work, 


and I am Inclined to think that if his 
influence on English thought in regard 
to the empire has not been greater than 
that of the men I have named above, 
It has been of a kind that appeals to a 
somewhat higher set of emotions. "We 
see the others awakening the lust of 
empire, stimulating the admiration for 
brave fighting, urging on the spirit of 
commercial enterprise, 
administering 


to that love of adventure which has 
always characterized the English peo- 
ple; in Mr. Kipling's work we find 
something higher than all this. If I 
read Mr. Kipling's work, and especially 
his later work, aright, there is one 
dominating Idea to be traced In his 
writings,—the capacity, the duty, of 
the men of the Anglo-Saxon race to 
do thoroughly the task laid on their 
shoulders, not for love of gain, not for 
hope 'of praise, but for the very joy 
of the accomplished thing. It seems 
to me that we have become in these 
latter years of the century peculiarly 
sensitive to emotional stimulus, more 
apt than ever before to be controlled 
for good or evil by sentimental con- 
siderations. It is to this quality in us 
that Mr. Kipling appeals.—W. Alleyne 
Ireland in April Atlantic. 


MILES AS AN EXAMPLE MADE A CONFESSION, 


Of Courage That Dares Duty Erea John Collins Throws Blame Upon M«. 


Though it Brings Calumnj, 


President Eliot Paya Tribute 


to the General. 


Harvard Boys Turn Out l« Force (• Grwl 


Tfcelr Distinguished Visitor. 


Cambridge, Mass., March 25.—General 


Nelson A. Miles addressed the students 
of Harvard university in Saundera' thea- 
ter yesterday afternoon, under the aus- 
pices of the Harvard Republican club. 
In order to insure the admission of mem- 
bers to the university, tickets were given 
out in the yard. 


Without exception in recent years. 


Harvard's reception to General Miles 
was warmer than any remembered by 
the present foody of students. No re- 
turning victorious eleven, not even the 
one that came back to Cambridge last 
November with the *caJp of Yale, has 
ever received more heartfelt cheers from 
a large 'body of men than dud General 


General Miles' remarks were entirely 


impersonal, and contained no reference 
to the recent war or to the controversies 
concerning the war management. Pres- 
ident Eliot, however, made an impres- 
eive eulogy of the man, who, he said, had 
shown the same courage and for- 
titude under calumny and misrepre- 
sentation as he had shown in camp and 
battle. 
This unstinted praise, com- 


ing from a man who measures his words 
as carefully as President Eliot does, 
made a great impression on his audience, 
whose sympathy was plainly mani- 
fested. 


In introducing: General Miles, Presi- 


dent Eliot alluded to the fact that two 


i years ago, before the war for Cuba had 


been thought of, the general had been 


1 given the degree of doctor of laws by 
, Harvard university. "This was done," 
| said President Eliot, "because he had 


I won his position as commanding gen- 
I eral by faithful service and high char- 


acter. The universities are alw ays glad 
to see these qualifications, win recog- 
nition In any department of the public 
service." 
The president went on to say 


that General Miles was a Massachusetts 
soldier, and that from the earliest times 
Massachusetts had been pre-eminently 
the fighting state of the Union. "It is 
not," he said, "because General Miles 
is a doctor of laws of Harvard university 
that you have come to this place today. 
It is because you would like to see a man 
who has many times faced mortal peril 
for his country. 
Many of the men who 


enlisted from this university, last spring, 
did so particularly because they wished 
to know what that experience was like. 
But, after all, this ability to keep one's 
head and to look after the needs of one's 
self and others in moments of mortal 
peril is something that many men can 
cultivate. 
Cpwardice if rare in our 


race. 
There is, however, a higher kind 


of courage, which at the expense of 
calumny and obloquy seeks fearlessly to 
make known the truth. 
And this is 


the sort of courage that General Miles 
has shown during the last four months." 


General Miles received a "second ovation 


when he rose to speak. He began with 
a few anecdotes, illustrating the way 
in which different men were affected by 
the dangera of battle. 
He urged the 


students to make the most of their ad- 
vantages—advantages, he said, which 
were greater than thos« enjoyed by 
Washington, Franklin or Lincoln—and 
whether in civil or military life to" uss 
their endowments for the good of the 
country. 


At the close of the address. General 


Miles shook hands with several hundred 
professors and students, who filed past 
him on the platform of the theatre.

There he 
met Mrs. Ingersoll. She told him she 


I had a farm at Painesville, and asked ham 


to come east and live with her. They 


• came to Chicago, where they arrived a 


I few days before the last of May. 1898. On 
1 Decoration day, Mrs Inigersoll came to 
him with the child. She said she had 
found the little one on the street. They 
remained in Chicago a few days, and 
then came east to Painesville. 


Collins said he had no suspicion that 


the child had been abducted, and he be- 


' lieved Mrs, Ingersoll when she said she 
had found the little one. Collins was 
held in $300 and Mrs. Ingersoll in J3000 
bail for the hearing on Thursday. 


The prisoners have secured attorneys 


and will fight against removal to Chi- 
cago, where they have been indicted. 
Late yesterday notice was served on the 
county clerk to summon an examining 
court to pass upon the sanity of Mrs. 
Ingersoll, which seems to indicate that 
the defense will be insanity on her part. 
A bearing was bad last night on a writ 
of habeas corpus and Judge Clark of the 
common pleas court awarded the cus- 


j tody of the child to Mra Lapiner, who 
has returned td Chicago.

Nine Witn«»s«« Examined. 


Bridgeport, Conn., March 23.—The trial 


of Dr. Nancy A. Gulford, on a charge^l- 
leging second degree murder in causing 
the death of Emma Gill of Southington, 
may now be said to be fairly begun. 
When the court ^opened yesterday one 
Juryman was still lacking. 
Out of an 


extra panel of 14 talesmen, 12 men wera 
examined before-the Jury was complete. 
The trial proper'was then taken up. 
Nine witnesses In all were examined up 
to the time of adjournment. 
In the 


main their testimony was of a technical 
character, dealing with the finding of 
the portions of Emma GUI's body in the 
Yellow MH1 pond, and the various events 
connected therewith. 
From the spec- 


tators' standpoint the trial was very 
tedious. 
All of the witnesses were 


minutely examined by counsel for the 
defense, and obliged 10 go into great de- 
tail. 
Mrs. Guilf ord stood the ordeal of 


the trial better than expected. She 
seemed very nervous, but her health is 
evidently Improving very rapidly.

San Juan, March 28.-—The leaden of 


the Radical party have decided to or- 
ganize a Republican party In Porto 
Rico, with a thoroughly American plat- 
form. 
They will endeavor to unite all 


enemies. 
The platform will endorse the 


policy of President McKinley, will 
pledge fidelity to the American flag, hail 
the prospect of annexation to the United 
States, will express the belief that the 
Porto Rican courts can be trusted with 
the civil government of the island, but 
will express willingness to await the 
action of congress. 
The platform will 


also favor free suffrage, public schools, 
reform in taxation, free trade with the 
United States, the establishment of a 
gold basis for the currency, the Ameri- 
can system for the judiciary, and will 
pledge the party to lend every effort to- 
wards civilization, and to teach the in- 
habitants to become loyal to the United 
Stated.

Kin, who is serving a term of eight years 
in Sing Sing prison for burglary, in- 
formed the detective bureau here that 
Susie Marlin, antll-year-old girl, whose 
mutilated body was found In a Hell's 
Kitchen cellar in March, 1894, was mur- 
dered by a colored man, James Billings. 
Johnson stated that Billings told him a 
few days after the killing of the girj that 
lie bad dragged the girl into the cellar 
after giving her a few pennies, assaulted 
her, choked her to death and then cut up 
the body. Billings beard that he was 
wanted and surrendered himself in 
Brooklyn yesterday. 
He denied all 


knowledge of or participation In the mur- 
der.

OUR ENGINES THE BEST. 


'romtnent Railroad Men on the Con- 
tentions of EnKlitth Mannf fteturer*. 
There have been reports printed re- 


fently to the effect that English manu- 
facturers cJ railroad engines are con- 
tending that the English built locomo- 
tive is far superior to the American 
make. They say that while an Ameri- 
can firm will take a contract to build a 
locomotive in six months no English 
firm will promise to build one in less 
than one year. They say that this time 
icbednle gives -the Englishmen a big 
advantage over the Americans and that 
as a result the English engine, which 
is put together with greater care and 
precision, owing to the greater amount 
of time allowed, outwears and outwork 
an American engine. When Samuel R. 
Callaway, president of the New York 
Central railroad and one of the beat 
equipped practical railroad operators in 
the United States, was asked about the 
report the other day, he said; 


"You can say for me that we bnild 


better engines in America than are 
built in any other placo in the world. 
They last longer, arc Iniilt carefully, 
but in a shorter time, and are 'able to 
pick up and carry a train auch aa is sel- 
dom seen on an English or continental 
railroad. We are shipping a great many 
engines from the United States to Rus- 
sia and India and other European coun- 
tries. Practical te.sts have shown Amer- 
ican engines to be .superior to English 
engines. The trouble with American 
engines so far has teen a tendency to 
make them too small. An engine is 
practically rebuilt every year or two. 
A new boiler is put in, new wheels are 
added, and so on. We have engines 
here that have been in service some 30 
or 40 years. They are getting wheezy 
and shaky, to be rare, but they are still 
it work." 


J. D. Layng of the West Shore said: 


"Englishmen have a small conception 
of the tonnage that goes over the tracks 
of an American road. When I was in 
England some years ago, I talked with 
one of the officials of one of the most 
important railway lines there. He told 
me that the average weight of a train 
hauled over an English track was about 
120 tons. Think of that! Sometimes we 
pile nearly a hundred tons on a single 
car. 
I doubt whether any bit of track 


in England would stand the wear and 
tear and constant pounding • that onr 
main line gets from New York to Al- 
bany. They don't realize what heavy 
train* we have. We are building bigger 
engines than formerly to haul these 


ina, but the American jsngine 


will outlast and stand roore-TacK-amt 
wear than the English built engine, and 
if we can build it in less time than the 
Englishmen can that is so much gain- 
ed."—New York Tribune.

THE CHARM. 


Proponed Distribution of Guns Cap- 


tured by the Army and Siavy. 


The trophy board, consisting of Com- 


mander F. W. Dickins of the navy and 
Major George H. Hopkins, military aid 
to the secretary of war, have made 
their report upon tbe proper distribu- 
tion to be made of the guns and other 
trophies captured from the Spanish in 
tbe war. The report shows that the 
number of guns in the custody of the 
war department is 111, all but 19 of 
which are now in tbe United States. 
> 


There are 56 guns in the possession of 
the navy 'department, and the board 
recommends the following distribution: 


That the captured gnns taken from 


the Spanish ships and now in tbe cus- 
tody of the navy department—four 
from the Vizcaya, four from the Maria i 
Teresa and two from the Oqnendo—be 
delivered to the war department; that i 
the eight cannon captured at tbe Morro 
Castle, now in tbe possession of the war 
department, be delivered to the navy; 
that the five mortars captured at Morro 
Castle be retained by the war depart- 
ment; that the~nine guns captured at 
tbe battery east of the Morro, seven 
gnns and two mortars captured at La 
Estella battery and four gnns captured 
at the lower Socapa battery, now in the 
possession of the army, be delivered to 
tbe navy, and that all other captured 
gnns in tbe possession of either depart- 
ment be retained there. Tbe board de- 
clares that the captured guns are of no 
value except as trophies.—Exchange

that our regeneration of Cuba, the ill 
fated and long oppressed, will be along 
lines that are both liberal and compre- 
hensive,, cautiously as we may set 
about the execution of our task. 


It is something more than a cheap 


epigram and a mere paradox to say that 
the lesson which the past has taught 
not only to the United States, but also 
to every other great power, is that "to 
restore a country ia to restore it to its 
own people." 


Our aim in Cuba for this reason will 


be to supervise the restoration of law 
and order and when the time Is ripe to 
make over the island to the people 
whose homes and interests and affec- 
tions are and have been centered on Cu- 
ban soil. It seems a very simple thing 
to aay, but that the carrying out of 
such an undertaking is a stupendous 
problem every one who has looked into 
the situation is ready enough to admit. 
England, older and wiser in such 
things, has shown us that the easiest 
and surest way Is to carrv i railway 
and a college behind our cannon. But 
the reconstruction of countries cannot 
be effected offhand by an administra- 
tion, and obviously the first thing be- 
fore us ia to look a little more closely 
into the character of the country and 
tht peoples among wham we are to 
start "calling the living to school." 


Cuba, the Pearl of the Antilles, is 700 


miles long and has an area of over 47,000' berries in midwinter and flowers all the 
square miles. It is one-fourth as large 
again as Ireland and covers more of the 
land surface of this globe than does ei- 
ther Ohio or Virginia, being, in fact, 
about the size of New York state. 


Antilles has arisen from the existence 
if the atrocious sanitary condition of 
those different towns and cities us which 
foreigners have been in the habit of liv- 
ing and visiting.

INSPECTION SATISFACTORY, 


But Some Recommendations in Regard 


to the Fire Alarm System. 


The inspection of the Gameirell flre 


alarm system, already mentioned, was 
completed v yesterday afternoon by S. 
L. Wheeler of Springfield, the weather 
clearing sufficiently to allow the going 
over of the wires and boxes. Mr. 
Wheeler's report on the condition of the 
system will be made within a few 
days, and until it is received nothing 
will be done in regard to signing the 
contracts. 


Mr. Wheeler said before leaving for 


his home that for the most part the 
system was in good 
condition, 
and 


satisfactory throughout. He suggested 
one or two things that will probably be 
done. One of these was that the alarm 
boxes be painted over again, aa they 
have faded so that they are not seen 
at a distance aa well as should be. It 
is expected that the boxes will be re- 
painted at once, in a bright red that 
cannot be mistaken. 


Mr. Wheeler also said that it would 


be 
advisable to have 
the 
boxes 


thoroughly cleaned out all over the 
city before the city assumes control of 
the system. Whether he will make any 
more recommendations in his written 
report is not known.

STAND UP AM BE COUNTED. 


Change in Election of City Clerk Under 


New Law. May Be Made Dead Letter 


The bill recently mentioned as passed 


by the legislature, providing for a rol 
call in city councils on the election of 
any 
city 
official will 
make 
no 


change in the local council in regarc 
to the election of auditor, as under the 
charter this is alreary done by rol 
call. The city clerk, however, is under 
the charter elected by ballot, and the 
new bill will effect a change in this 
election. The section of the bill which 
relates to. the method is as follows: 


When the election of any city officer 


is vested in the common council, or in 
the board of aldermen, or in both act- 
ing jointly or concurrently, the election 
shall not be valid unless it is made by 
a yea and nay vote, each member who 
is present answering to his name when 
it is called by the clerk or other proper 
officer and voting yea or nay, or de- 
clining to vote, as the case may be. 


The Springfield Republican comments 


on the new law as follows: "The ob- 
ject in view is evidently to make the 
members declare their position. But 
it is an awkward method. The natural 
way would be, if it is desired to re- 
quire publicity, for each member to 
name the man for whom he votes, the 
calling of the entire roll to constitute 
a ballot. Under the new requirement it 
would be necessary to call for a yea 
and nay vote on each man, and if 
there were several candidates such a 
series of ballots as those taken the 
first night the superintendent of streets 
election was up, would have taken 
about 30 roll calls. Monday night on 
the board of public works election a 
ballot was taken, and the yea and nay 
vote was merely a formality. It may be 
that the requirement of publicity will 
be ex-aded by taking %>cret ballots as 
formerly, and not taking any yea and 
nay vote until one man has a majority 
by ballot. Then the yea and nay vote 
could be taken as a formality, and the 
men 
who 
had' voted 
with 
the 


minority could vote with the majority, 
and make the election unanimous, and 
no one would know how any one voted 
on the ballots that had really decided 
the thing.
